In my weekly news column 
January 15th of this year I 
said, “this will be the most 
turbulent Congress in which I 
have served and the stormiest 
in decades.” Even if nothing 
else happens, that predic- 
tion has already come true 
We've had Watergate and Pre- 
Sidential vetoes and Congress- 
ional attempts to override those 
vetoes and budget squabbles and 
attempts to slash our military 
forces and so forth. But, the 
most tempest tossed week in 
this hectic year has to be the 
second week in October. 

Last week we were bom- 
barded with various news 
stories. On the lighter side, 
we had the New York Mets, 
in last place earlier this year, 
beating Cincinnati to capture 
the National League crown whi- 
le Baltimore and Oakland bat- 
tled for the American League 
championship. In other sports 
action, the nation saw the Wash- 
ington Redskins beat the Dallas 
Cowboys. 

On the’ serious side, the 
“Holy Day War” started and is 
continuing. The U. N. Security 
Council met and debated the 
matter, deciding nothing. 
“Oil politics” in the Middle 
East undoubtedly played a maj- 
or role in the Egyptian-Syrian 
decision to attack Israel. And, 
now we've learned that our Rus- 
sian “friends” are resupplying 
the Arabs with war materials. 

Closer to home, the bomb 
was dropped when Spiro Agnew 
resigned as Vice President. I 
am disappointed and saddened, 
although I suspected resigna- 
tion was imminent. I knew the

It goes without saying that 
God’s gifts to us are beyond 
number. 1 cannot thank him 
enough for all his goodness.

Republicans and Demo- 
crats must work together in 
this matter. A long, involved 
partisan debate on Agnew’s 
successor would certainly not 
be in the best interests of this 
country. 

Obviously, the second week 
in October was historic, to say 
the least. Rapid events have 
brought forth a joke of sorts 
in Washington. One man Says 
he “will be glad when the last 
shoe drops and things get back 
to normal.” His friend repl- 
ies, “It may be a while. It 
looks like the animal dropping 
the shoes is acentipede.” Any- 
way, the shoes continue todrop 
and Washington’ continues to 
rock under the blows, but life 
goes on. Only in America could 
a government survive sucha 
series of circumstances. Even 
so, I wish that centipede would 
not drop so many shoes at the 
same time or soclose together. 


Federal Financing Of Political 
Campaigns Would Not Be 
Answer To Political Misdeeds 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


Just two months ago, the 
United States Senate passed 
a strong new bill regulating the 
conduct of federal election 
calnpaigns Today, scarcely 
before the ink on the bill has 
had an opportunity to dry, Con- 
gress is being pushed to app- 
rove the financing of federal 
election campaigns -- includ- 
ing the President, Vice Presi- 
dent, Senators and Representa- 
tives--out of the Federal Tr- 
easury 

It is my judgment that Con- 
gress should not--and it must 
not--allow itself to be stamp- 
eded into precipitous action 
that it would later regret Wi- 

While retaining the strong 
sections of the Federal Elec- 
tion Campaign Act of 1971, the 
new bill provides more re- 
strictive limits on campaign 
contributions and spending; it 
requires that contributions of 
more than $50 must be made 
by traceable check instead of 
by cash; it places a reasonable 
overall limit on how much can- 
didates may spendin primaries 
and general elections;and it 
requires full financial disclo- 
sures by all candidates for 
federal office. 

But now some critics are 
claiming that strict regula- 
tion of private political cam- 
paigns is not enough--that the 
only way to clean up political 
campaigns is to have them fi- 
nanced by the Federal govern- 
ment out of Federal tax funds 
to the tune of some $200 to 
$300 million tax dollars for 
each election year. 


I do not believe that the 
Federal government should 
subsidize political parties and 
political candidates. Instead of 
bringing candidates closer to 
the people they serve, federal 
financial support of candida- 
tes would only move govern- 
ment and government officials 
further away, and it would make 
them less responsive to the 
wishes of the people and less 
dependent on popular approval 
of their actions. By taking 
away the right of a’citizen to 
give his financial support to 
a candidate or political party 
of his choice, those critics 


would destroy much of the 
spirit of volunteer support and 
public. participation in elec- 
tions Which are a necessary 
part of our political system 
and our political freedom. 

The only solution is to clean 
up the election process and 
greatly reduce amounts that 
can be contributed and spent 
in campaigns. The Senate’s 
strong bill, if approved by the 
House, will go a long way to- 
ward removing some of the 
abuses of the present system. 
We already look to the gov- 
ernment for too much. Let’s 
not turn over the financing of 
political campaigns to the Fed- 
eral government, too, but let’s 
put within the reach of able 
men and women of modest 
means the opportunity of sub- 
mitting their candidacies for 
any office within the gift of 
the people. 


LEGISLATURE CHANGES 


Gl BENEFITS 


The last session of the Ala- 
bama Legislature passed an Act 
which made several changes in 
the “Alabama G.I. and Depen- 
dents’ Educational Benefit Act. 
Governor Wallace signed the 
Act into law on September 19, 
1973. It should be of great in-

wartime period; or, ifdeceased 
the veteran must have died from 
wartime service connected dis- 
abilities or have been rated at 
40% at time of death for ser- 
vice connected wartime disa- 
bilities.

disabled veteran, nota resident® 


of Alabama prior to entry into 
service, may also qualify if he 
has been a permanent resident 
in Alabama for 5 years.

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Last week, | talked about 
returning crop residue to the 
soil to prevent winter erosion, 
especially on peanut fields. An- 
other way to reduce winter ero- 
sion is through planting a green 
cover crop, This cover crop 
protects the soil from erosion, 
it helps to increase yields of 
crops following, and it pro- 
vides some much needed winter 
grazing for our cattle. 

Seed are short and expen- 
sive this year, but hopefully 
most farmers have already 
purchased their seed. Rye is 
the preferred small grain to 
plant, but wheat and oats also 
do a good job. Wheat and oats 
will provide the same amount 
of soil protection as rye, but 
will not provide as much win- 
ter grazing. On land that you 
plan to plant soybeans on next 
year, it would be advisable to 
add rye grass and clover tothe 
small grain. 

Most farmers will agree 
that it is a must to have some 
winter grazing. One problem 
I have noticed is over-grazing. 
This reduces the soil protection

Eligible farmers may sign 
as many nominating petitions 
as they wish. No special pe- 
tition form is required, but 
the petition must include a 
statement that the nominee is 
willing to serve if elected. Most 
persons eligible to participate 
in ASCS programs are eligible 
to serve as ASC committee- 
men.

GOOD LIGHTING 

Good lighting is important 
all during the year. But it’s 
very important at this time of 
year with students returning 
to their books and families 
spending more evenings in- 
doors. 

A little extra cleaning can 
increase the amount of light 
you get from your lamps. A 
thick layer of summer dust 
and trapped insects can reduce 
light out-put 50 percent. 

After cleaning, re-assemble 
the fixtures and lamps using 
bulbs with the recommended 
wattage. If bulbs have heavy 
dark spots, replace them with 
new bulbs. Use the darkened 
bulbs for aseldom-used sock- 
et. Also, dust absorbs light 
and reduces the amount that 
reaches you. Use a soft br- 
ush or vacuum cleaner attach- 
ment on fabric and parchment 
shades to remove dust. If sh- 
ades are washable, suds and 
rinse them. 

COMPOST IN THE GARDEN 

Organic matter improves the 
physical properties of the soil. 
Compost, which isa stabilized, 
partly decomposed organic 
matter, improves the soil st- 
ructure. Like a sponge, com- 
post will hold more water than 
does soil. 

If you add compost toa light, 
sandy soil, it increases the 
water holding capacity of the 
soil and plants can survive 
under conditions of drought. 
If you add compost to heavy 
soil--generally compact with 
less air space available for 
good root growth--the soil be- 
comes friable and loose. Wa- 
ter and air can move into the 
soil, and undesirable gases, 


such as carbon dioxide, move 
out. Loose, friable soil does 
not restrict root movement as 
compared with compacted 
soil--thus, composted sewage 
sludge improves soil condi- 
tions. It also provides a de- 
sirable environment for plant 
growth. 

HOW TO CARE FOR LEA- 
THER APPAREL 

Leather garments do not 
have to carry care and main- 
tenance instructions. Youmay 
want to set aside these guide- 
lines for future reference. 

*Use a damp cloth and mild 
soap (not detergent) to re- 
move dirt from smooth and 
grained leather. Pat the lea- 
ther dry. 

*Brushing suede with 4 ter- 
ry towel prevents dust from 
settling in the nap. Most spots 
and light stains can be removed 
with a soft gum eraser or em- 
ery board. 

*A leather article that’s wet 
or rain-spotted should be dried 
away from heat. “Wipe suede 
with a terry towel after drying 
to restore the original appear- 
ance. 

*Avoid using home cleaning 
fluids or sprays, shoe creams 
or saddle soaps on leather ap- 
parel. 

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Don’t apply wax all the way 
to the wall baseboard with each 
floor waxing. Since there is 
little wear along walls, wax 
applied to within 12 inches of 
the wall is usually sufficient. 

Use a commercial floor cl- 
eaner to remove wax that has 
accumulated on a floor. And 
to prevent a wax buildup, use 
one of these removers about 
twice a year.

Local Couple Grows Prize Winning Roses 


Postmaster and Mrs. Robert 
Cooper are pictured standing in 
the middle of their prize-win- 
ning rose garden; 

The Coopers became inter- 
ested in roses several years 
ago and have steadily increased 
the number of rose bushes and 
the quality of all their roses to 
the point where they now have 
over 150 first quality bushes 
and recently won three prizes 
in the Greater Montgomery 
Rose Society Show 

The October 13 and 14 show 
in Montgomery was the first 
time the couple had ever tried 
their luck at a rose show and 
they walked away with a first 
place, second place and a third 
place prize. Winning first pl- 
ace in its class ,was DAY- 
DREAM, a pink blend rose. 
FIRELIGHT, (an orange col- 
ored rose) won second place 
in its class, and a rose named 
FIRST PRIZE (another pink 
blend) placed third in its re- 
spective class. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cooper are 
members of the Alaflora Rose 
Society, with members in 
Southeast Alabama and North- 
west Florida andarealsomem 
bers of the American Rose So 
ciety, a nationwide organiza- 
tion, 

Mrs. Cooper, who can call 
all 150 rose bushes by their of- 
ficial name, tells anyone who 
will listen all about theirtrials 
ard rewards as they have learn- 
ed more and more about roses 
According to Mrs. Cooper, to 
grow roses of prize winning 
quality, they spend many hours 
at hard work each week. Spray- 
ing the roses must be done from 
one to three times a week and 
takes two hours eachtime. Pro- 
per fertilization takes at least 
125 pounds of fertilizer and all 
mulch must be removed, ferti- 
lizer worked into soil around 
bushes and then the mulch re- 
placed. 

The snow and the storm ear- 
lier this year pretty well beat 
up their rose garden, but ten- 
der loving care andmorehours 
of work salvaged most of their 
planis, according to Mr. Cooper 
who tells of digging up plants 
and resetting them upright after 
the wind did its damage. 

This couple is constantly 
adding to and replacing their 
rose bushes to assure a higher 
quality rose. Mrs. Cooper ex- 
plains that all roses are gra- 
ded on a point system with ten 
points being perfect. She uses 
this system to select her ros- 
es, and has some grading up 
near perfect. She tries not 
to buy a rose bush unless it 
grades above 8 on the rose 
society scale. Buying this type 
rose, it is necessary to pay at 
least $4.95 a bush, she says, 
and it is easy to get a b4ll- 
park figure on just how much 
they have invested in their 
hobby - (150 x $4.95 for star- 
ters). Of the three 1973 All- 
American award winning ros- 
es released last Yall, the Coop- 
ers have two varieties in their 
garden. ELECTRON, a bright, 
glowing pink, and MEDALLION, 
an apricot buff rose, grace th- 
eir finely groomed rose beds. 

Many rose growers who in- 
vest time and money as the 
Coopers do will not allow any 
roses to be cut from their gar- 
den, but the Robert Coopers 
are continuously taking roses 
to the Elba Nursing Home and 
to local churches. They feel 
this is their reward.
